Farms  A  heavy  invest- 
ment in  farms  was  the 
only  way  to  secure  dairy 
and  garden  \  »r<  >duce  meet 
ing  club  standards.  The 
club  poultry  plant  in 
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c  harge  of  experts  is  the  largest  and  best 
in  the  region.  Running  water  is  supplied 
to  all  4  groups  of  farms.  At  Forest  farms 
a  new  artesian  well  struck  water  only  40 
above  freezing.  157  ft  below  the  surface, 
in  white  sand.  The  creamery  was  built 
in  1906. 

Tablelands,  Pointed  Firs,  Uplands  and 
Ridge,  constituting  the  club's  favorit  or 
Forest  farms,  are  f>oo  acres  on  the  plateau 
5  miles  south  of  the  club,  bordering  the 
state  park  and  just  at  the  foot  of  the  great 
south  mountains.  From  the  drives  on 
these  farms  are  some  of  the  finest  views 
in  the  forest.  A  drive  along  the  eastern 
edge  on  the  high  bluff  looks  down  300  ft 
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on  tens  of  thousands  of  balsam  firs  (from 
which  the  second  farm  takes  its  name) 
thru  which  shimmers  the  silvery  Ausable 
river.  Here  Forest  farms  clubhouse  is 
pland  for  those  who  prefer  to  spend  a  part 
or  the  whole  of  their  vacation  in  greater 
seclusion  and  yet  with  comforts  not  to  be 
found  in  any  farmhouse. 

In  1906  we  added  1435  acres,  including 
the  broad  Intervales  on  both  sides  of  the 
beautiful  Riverside  drive.  This  Mid- 
rivers  farm  and  Brookside,  Elba,  Ausable 
and  Plains,  previously  ownd,  reach  from 
Mirror  lake  to  the  mountains  ownd  by  the

The  central  club  estate  (on  east 
shore  of  Mirror  lake)  is  known  as  Morning- 
side. 

Lake  Placid  is  the  Adirondack  terminal 
of  both  New  York  Central  and  Delaware 
and  Hudson  trunk  lines.  Thruout  the 
summer  thru  sleepers  run  to  and  from 
New  York,  Boston,  Buffalo,  Pittsburg  and 
Washington.  Night  trains  between  New 
York  and  Lake  Placid  leave  each  point 
about  7.30  and  arrive  in  time  for  break- 
fast. There  are  18  trains  daily  and  the  2 
great  roads  vie  in  annual  improvements  in 


equipment  and  service.  The  I)  &  II 
recently  spent  over  $2,000,000  in  improv- 
ing its  Lake  Placid  line,  including  the  fine 
new  station  at  Lake  Placid,  the  envy  of 
other  resorts  because  of  its  superior  rail- 
way accommodations  and  the  convenient 
hours  of  leaving  and  arrival.

By  well  administerd  coopera- 
tion much  of  the  waste  of  summer  hotels 
is  avoided,  and  those  wishing  the  same 
things  can  get  them  without  paying  also 
f<  ir  w  hat  they  do  not  wish. 

All  receipts  from  table,  kitchen,  service, 
laundries,  livery,  boats,  excursions,  golf, 
athletics,  and  other  amusements,  telegraf, 
post  office,  barber  shop,  etc.  are  spent 
solely  to  give  the  most  possible  to  mem- 
bers. No  one  receives  or  desires  financial 
profit  fr  )m  them.  The  larger  the  receipts 
the  better  will  be  the  club  for  that  year. 
Thru  advice  of  the  council  of  representa- 
tiv  members,  standards  and  methods  are 
made  what  the  club  as  a  whole  prefers  in 
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its  country  home.  Members  assume  no 
risk  of  deficits.  They  pay  a  fixt  price  to 
cover  actual  cost  of  maintenance  and  a 
reasonable  rent  for  the  completely  Eur- 
nisht  plant  built  and  maintaind  for  their 
special  use.  The  Lake  Placid  Co,  is  a  cor- 
poration composed  wholly  of  cltlb  mem- 
bers who  own  this  plant,  furnish  needed 
capital  and  assume  all  risks  and  responsi- 
bilities and  accept  as  interest  on  then- 
investment  the  rent  receivd  from  houses 
and  rooms  after  payment  of  fuel,  light, 
water,  police,  fire  and  sanitary  protection, 
insurance,  taxes,  deterioration,  losses  and 
repairs.  Members  thus  get  the  benefit 
of  pure  cooperation  without  the  financial 
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risks  inevitable  if  they  ownd  the  costly 
plant,  or  the  indefinitness  if  cost  were  not 
decided  till  the  season's  accounts  were 
balanced.

frequently  added.  The  public  library 
on  the  west  lakeshore,  just  opposit  Lake- 
side clubhouse,  is  also  free  to  all  our  mem- 
bers. The  club  pays  higher  wages  and 
absolutely  prohibits  fees  and  tips. 

Living  at  the  club  is  not  cheap  because 
essentials  required  by  club  standards  of 
health,  comfort,  and  safety  are  expensiv 
even  when  furnisht  without  profit.  Thou-

sands  of  dollars  which  a  hotel  run  on  a 
commercial  basis  would  save  are  spent 


living  at  the  Club  31 
each  year  on  the  purest  of  water,  milk, 
eggs  and  other  table  supplies  and  in 
unusual   precautions  against    (ire,  aeci 
dents,  epidemics  and  other  dangers. 

2  Prices  of  meals,  service,  laundry, 
livery,  autos,  boats,  golf. and  other  amuse- 
ments, etc.  cover  only  actual  cost  of  main 
tenance.  thus  saving usualprofits:  e.g.  most 
private  baths  which  bring  $1$  a  week  at 
hotels  are  only  $7,  apollinaris  and  similar 
waters  sold  at  40c  or  50c  for  quarts  and 
25c  for  pints  are  25c  and  1 5c. 

3  All  expenses  of  newspaper  and  agency 
advertising  for  guests  each  year  are  saved, 
as  the  club  has  in  its  members  a  perma- 
nent constituency  wishing  to  bring  or  send 
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desirable  friends.  This  plan  both  enlarges 
ininil  iers  and  so  reduces  average  expenses, 
thus  giving  all  better  returns  for  prices 
fixt  ,and  insures  also  agreeable  companion- 
ship. 

4  Half  rates  for  rooms,  baths,  boats  and 
billiards,  etc.  before  July  i  and  after  Sep. 
30  lengthen  the  season  and  the  many  fami- 
lies who  live  all  summer  at  the  club  keep 
the  houses  full,  with  consequent  income, 
to  a  degree  not  possible  in  a  hotel. 

5  Members,  whether  they  come  every 
season  or  not,  pay  the  annual  dues  of  $10 
till  they  resign.  500  members  thus  pay 
$5000  yearly,  to  be  used  for  music,  office 
and  similar  club  expenses  for  that  season.

Members  who  furnish 
money  for  either  houses  or  equipment, 
or  invest  in  our  stock  or  bonds,  are  there- 
lore  allowd  privileges  or  discounts  equal 
to  double  savingsbank  interest  and  are 
given  first  choice  of  rooms.  This  saves 
mi  >ney  to  the  member  and  is  an  advantage 
to  the  club,  as  it  can  save  more  than  the 
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extra  interest  allowd  by  taking  advance 
cash  discounts  in  buying.  The  treasurer 
will  gladly  prove  to  members  interested 
the  economy  and  exceptional  safety  of 
such  investments. 

Prices  Board  and  room  cost  from  $21  to 
$70  a  week.  Me  als  and  rooms  are  charged 
separately.  If  2  or  more  occupy  one 
room  it  greatly  reduces  cost,  as  only  one 
third  extra  is  charged  for  each  additional 
adult  and  nothing  for  children  under  12 
years.  There  are  rooms  at  1 3  ]  >rices,  from 
50c  to  $6  a  day,  to  provide  for  those  who 
wish  to  economize  closely  and  also  for 
those  who  wish  every  comfort  and  luxury.

No  garanty  of  prices  The  world  has  been 
forst  to  an  almost  universal  rule  that  no  definit 
promis  can  be  made  as  to  future  prices.  Reliable 
concerns  agree  to  reduce  pro  rata  as  soon  as  prices 
fall  and  reserv  the  ryt  to  increase  pro  rata  if  ex- 
penses increase.  We  wil  of  course  stand  by  all 
prices  for  rooms  and  probably  in  all  other  dpts 
with  a  possible  exeption  of  stores  and  tables.
